COMITE OF 24 SUBCOMITE II - 

US DEL MADE OPENING STATEMENT ON CONDITIONS IN GUAM, AFTER 
SUBCOMITE JUNE 26 HEARD CLOSING STATEMENT BY UK ON BRITISH 
VIRGIN ISLANDS, CAYMAN ISLANDS, TURKS AND CAICOS ISLANDS. 

KRESSLER, REPORTING ON POLITICAL AND CONSTITUTIONAL DEVELOPMENTS 
IN GUAM, SAID IT WAS ANTICIPATED THAT SECRETARY OF INTERIOR, 

ON BEHALF OF PRES FORD, WOULD SOON INVITE GOVT OF GUAM TO 
JOIN FEDERAL GOVT IN STUDY OF GUAM FEDERAL RELATIONS. HE 
ALSO REPORTED ON INCREASE IN BUSINESS INCOME AND BANK 
DEPOSITS, CONTINUED GROWTH IN TOURIST INDISTRY, DROP IN 
EMPLOYMENT RATES, AND EFFECT OF INFLATION. RICHARDSON (UK) 

COMMENTED ON CONSTITUIONAL DEVELOPMENTS IN BRITISH VIRGIN 
ISLANDS, SAID HE JUST RECEIVED COMPREHENSIVE NEW 15-YEAR 
DEVELOPMENT PLAN FOR CAYMAN ISLANDS, AND STATED THAT IMMEDIATE 
NEED IN THREE TERRITORIES UNDER CONSIDERATION WAS TO STRENGTHEN 
AND DIVERSIFY THEIR ECONOMIC STRUCTURES WHEREVER POSSIBLE. 

APARTHEID COMITE - 

MOZAMBIQUE'S INDEPENDENCE WAS HAILED JUNE 25 BY COMITE, WHICH 
OBSERVED MINUTE OF SILENCE IN MEMORY OF "UNKNOWN SOLDIERS" 

WHO HAD FOUGHT AND DIED FOR FREEDOM OF MOZAMBIQUE. 
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GDR AND INDIAN REPS ANNOUNCED THEIR GOVTS HAD ESTABLISHED 
DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH NEW STATE. COMITE ALSO RECEIVED 
REPORTS FROM ITS MISSIONS TO GENEVA, SOUTH AMERICA AND 
WASHINGTON, AND APPROVED NUMBER OF RECOMMENDATIONS MADE 
BY THOSE MISSIONS. IT WAS DECIDED TO REQUEST UPDATED REPORT 
ON COLLABORATION BETWEEN SAG AND ISRAEL, AFTER CHAIRMAN OGBU 
(NIGERIA) STATED SA CONSULATE GENERAL IN ISRAEL WOULD SOON 
BE ELEVATED TO EMBASSY - FURTHER EVIDENCE OF INCREASING 
S A/ISRAEL COLLABORATION. HE ALSO OBSERVED THAT SA MIN OF 
INTERIOR AND INFO HAD BEEN IN WASHINGTON BEFORE GOING TO 
ISRAEL. 

COMITE DECIDED TO ACCEPT IN PRINCIPLE INVITATIONS TO 
PARTICIPATE IN AAPSO SEMINAR IN MOSCOW SEPT. 17-20 AND 
WORLD COUNCIL OF CHURCHES ASSEMBLY IN NAIROBI NOV. 23-DC. 10. 
CHAIRMAN REPORTED ON HIS PARTICIPATION IN MEETINGS OF OAU 
LIBERATION COMITE IN RABAT AND COMITE OF 24 IN LISBON. 
RAPPORTEUR VALDERRAMA (PHILIPPINES) MADE STATEMENT ON 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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RECENT DEVELOPMENTS IN SITUATION IN SOUTH AFRICA, WITH 
PARTICULAR REFERENCE TO SAG'S ACTION AGAINST CHRISTIAN 
INSTITUTE OF SOUTH AFRICA. HE ALSO NOTED PRIMIN VORSTER'S 
ANNOUNCEMENT THAT SAG INTENDED TO APPOINT "COMMISSION ON 
INTERNAL SECURITY," AND POINTED OUT THAT 1973 PROPOSAL FOR 
COMMISSION HAD BEEN WIDELY CRITICIZED ON GROUNDS IT 
WAS "DESIGNED TO INSTITUTE INQUISITION AGAINST ORGANIZATIONS 
AND INDIVIDUALS WHO CANNOT BE CHARGED WITH CONTRAVENTION 
OF ANY LAW." COMITE DECIDED THAT CHAIRMAN SHOULD ISSUE 
PRESS STATEMENT ON MATTER. IN ANOTHER ACTION, HOLY SEE'S 
PLANS TO FOLLOW COMITE'S WORK WAS WELCOMED. 

IN REPORTING ON HIS WASHINGTON VISIT, CHAIRMAN SAID HE CAME 
AWAY WITH DISTINCT IMPRESSION THAT EXECUTIVE BRANCH OF USG, 
WHILE REITERATING OPPOSITION TO APARTHEID. FELT THAT FURTHER 
ACTION AGAINST APARTHEID WAS DIFFICULT BECAUSE OF SENTIMENT 
IN CONGRESS AND PUBLIC, RESULTING FROM DEVELOPMENTS ON OTHER 
ISSUES SUCH AS ME. HIS CONSULTATIONS IN CONGRESS, 

HOWEVER, CONVINCED HIM THERE WAS GREAT AMOUNT OF GOODWILL. 
IN CONGRESS THERE HAD BEEN "MISUNDERSTANDINGS ABOUT RECENT 
DEVELOPMENTS IN UN," AND MANY QUESTIONS HAD BEEN ASKED ABOUT 
THEM. HE THOUGHT LITTLE HAD BEEN DONE TO PROVIDE 
CONGRESS AND PUBLIC WITH NECESSARY INFO ABOUT UN RESES AND 
ATTITUDES OF GREAT MAJORITY OF UN MEMBER STATES, AND 
THEREFORE CLOSER CONTACTS WOULD HAVE TO BE DEVELOPED WITH US 
CONGRESS AND WAYS FOUND TO REACH NGO'S, INFO MEDIA AND US 
PUBLIC. SPEAKING OF HIS CONTACTS WITH WASHINGTON, D.C., 

CITY COUNCIL, HE SAID THAT COUNCIL NOW HAD BEFORE IT RES 
CALLING ON CITY OF WASHINGTON TO BOYCOTT FOUR MAJOR 
CORPORATIONS INVOLVED IN SUPPLYING COMPUTERS AND OTHER 
SOPHISTICATED EQUIPMENT, WELL AS ADVANCED TECHNOLOGY, 
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TO SOUTH AFRICA. SUDANESE REP ASKED FOR MORE DETAILS ABOUT 
WASHINGTON MISSION. 

SPANISH SAHARA - 

UN SPOKESMAN TOLD CORRESPONDENTS SYG FELT HIS TRIP TO SPAIN 
AND AFRICAN COUNTRIES HELPED DECREASE TENSION IN AREA.
